At a recent meeting of the Paris Acade- 
my of 8cienees, Id. Pelouze read a paper on 
the saponification of fitly substances by 
alkaline sulphurets. Tallow and oil con- 
tain fatty acids combined with glycerine, 
and tiie elimination of the latter consti- 
tute* saponification. If effected by metal- 
lic oiidea, the compound obtained is called 
soap and hence the substance known un- 
der that name consists of fatty acid com- 
bined with potash or soda, and deprived of 
glycerine. Many years ago M. Teloute, 
afUr discovering that alkaline salts could 
produce soap without the intervention of 
water, found that alkaline sulphurets pos- 
sessed a similsr properly. Having taken 
up these experiments again, he prepared 
some crystals of mono-sulphuret of sodium, 
and mixed them with their weight of tal- 
low or oil. After a contact of several dsys, 
the fatty matter was found completely 
saponified. By boiling this sosp in water 
hvdrosulphuric acid is evolved, and, if 
this operstion be continued, the mono-

ATMOSPHtRIC cl-bbbhts. 
In a paper addressed to the Academy. 
Mr. Lartigue explains some views of his on 
the motion and origin of winds, which dif- 
fer materially from those generally ra- 
ce, ft i 

He admits that the rarefaction of the at- 
mosphere under the tropics causes currents 
of cold air to come from the poles, thus 
constituting the'4rade-winds; but he qoles 
observations of his own to show that the 
cold currents are generally retarded by 
the currents of warm air which move from 
the tropics toward the poles in consequence 
of the same rarefaction. He admiu the 
influence of the rotation of the earth on 
atmospheric currents, but thinks it much less 
considerable than is generally supposed. 
Natural philosophers are generally ot opin- 
ion that the currents proceeding from the 
equator to the poles, in order to replace the air 
rushing from the poles to the equator, are 
at a higher altitude than the cold currents, 
but M. Lartigue has observed them to 
move, in most cases, stds by side with the 
latter. 

Another opinion of his, not admitted by 
others, is that the polar and trade-winds 
blowing near the surface of the earth carry 
the air to every great altitude; the com- 
mon opinion being that the winds blowing 
in the higher strata of the atmosphere al- 
ways follow directions diametrically op- 
posite to those of the terrestrial currents. 
According to our author, they blow at right 
angbs to the others, and sometimes ev»n at 
an acute angle. He further attributes land 
and see-breties to the differences of tem- 
peratures existing at different altitudes, 
while, according to most authorities, they 
are owing to the differences between the 
temperature of the sta and that of the 
land. The temperature of the air above 
the sea is indeed lower, hs admits, thsn 
that above the laud; but if the difference it 
sufficient to produce a land brette, it is 
because the cool air of the upper regions of 
ths atmosphere has descended to the sur 
face of the sea, which it cannot do on the 
land-side, because the earth, warmed by 
the rays of the sun, occasions an ascending 
current, which maintaius the air in the 
upper strata at a lower teaipcraturt. 

BOTATION or LIQIIKS. 

In a rocent French Journal of Science is 
a paper by M l>csire Gerneti, on the ro- 
tation of liquids. M. Gerneti says 

When a ray of light falls on an inclined 
plane, which reflects it through a tube on a 
plane similarly inclined at a certain angle 
<5G degrees in atmospheric air), then, if 
the rtflecied ray lies in the same plane 
with the incident ray, there is no loss of 
light; but if the two rsys lie in different 
planes, the rcllected one will be weaker, 
and even be hardly visible if at right an 
gles to the plane of the other, the light is 
then said to be polarised. Now, in passing 
through different substances, the polarising 
angle varies; and this variation of the 
angle of the two planes is called the power 
of rotation, because you would have to turn 
one of the planes round a certain number 
of degrees in order to obtain the Warn of 
light in its natural state. This power of 
rotation was first observed in quarts by 
Ar»go. in 1811, and in various liquids by 
BioiinlHlS. 

When ihe plane of polarisation deviates 
to the right, it \t called dtsirogyrt; when to 
the left, Uvogyrt. M. Gernetx s experi- 
ments tend to determine the rotary power 
of certain liquids at different temperatures, 
by means of certain delicate arrangements, 
which it is not our province to describe; tbo 
liquid* experimented upon being essence 
of turpentine, which is levogyre, the es- 
sences of sweet aud bitter orauger, and a so- 
lution of camphor, which are all dextro- 
gyre. Ihe results at which he arrives are 
these; 1. The rotatory power of active 
liquids for the same ray right of light de- 
pends upon the temperature; 2. When the 
temperature approaches boiling-point, the 
rotatory power var.ee with some rapidity: 
U. When the liquid is reduced to the state 
of vapor, the rotatory power does not 
change its direction: that is, it remains 
levogyre, if it was ao be: ore, and con- 
versely; and 4. The law of dispersion of 
the plane of polarisation of any ray of the 
solar spectrum is the same at ail tempera- 
tures. 

roisoxixo bt tobacco. 
A Parisian physicisn relates a curious 
ease of poisoning by tobaeoo. A man had 
wrapped together leaves all round hie body 
on the naked skin, in order to smuggle the 
article across the frontier, but the perspi- 
ration caused by walkiag in hot wether 
gate rise to an absorption of the active 
principles of tobacco through the skin, 
which led to dangerous symptoms. 

SPOBTAREOLS GKMBRATIOV. 

The London Court Journal eays: 
The lectures of M. Jolly on spontaneous 
generation, at the Ecolede Medecine, Paris, 
attract as many hearers as did those of 
Kenau. Minet, or Michelet, at the College 
of France. The problem which he Lrioe to 
solve has been debated in all ages. It 
has a place in Aristotle's works. The 
Fathers speak of it, and il was the subject 
of hoi and absurdly subtile disputes in the 
middle ages, wheu most literal eense was 
attached to the Mosaic account of the 
Creation. The theory of spontaneous gen- 
eration for five years past hss been holly 
attacked by some and as ardently defend- 
ed by other French t avom. Its ehief de- 
fenders have been M. Pouchet, of Rouen, M. 
Jolly, of Toulouse, and his pupil, M l> 
Mussel. All throe have brought forward 
most ingenious argumeats in its support, 
and they firmly believe in this theory. M. 
Pasteur, who belongs to the Ua.onian 
acbool, ha* made innumerable experiments 
which have led him to believe there is nc 
such thing as eponl*neous generation, aud 
Uiat the birth of animalcule, adduced by 
Jolly is due to innumerable germs which 
1W in the atmosphere. The opponents of
